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A spring frost that cut 
into the peach crop of 
Grand Junction, Colo., in 
1911 Served as a 
springboard for a backyard 
inventor to, start manufac- 
turing orchard heaters. 

Willis Charles (better 
known as W.C.) Scheu set 
up shop in Upland shortly 
thereafter and continued to 
make improvements on his 
product the rest of his life. 
_Today, the Scheu enter- 
prises have grown and 
diversified, but Scheu 
Manufacturing still makes 
more orchard ‘heaters than 
anyone else inthe world. 

And the business is still 
family-run and based near 
Stowell’ Street and Second 
Avenue where Scheu es- 
tablished it some 65 years 
ago.

Allyn Scheu is president 
of the firm and his older 
brother, Leland, serves as 
chairman of the board. Both 
are grandsons of the com- 
pany’s founder. 

W.C. Scheu belonged to a 
breed of tinkerer-inventors 
more prevalent in the coun- 
try and to the state of 
technology at about the turn 
of the century than today. 

Esther Boulton Black, 
author and local historian, 
recalled that Scheu was 
reluctant to be interviewed, 
but she caught him off 
guard in 1939, three years 
before his death. 

This sketch of Scheu led 
off her article that 


‘appeared in The Upland 


News: 

‘‘His hat pulled down over 
his eyes — a chewed cigar 
in the corner of his mouth — 


- a man sat in an old green 


painted rocking chair in a 
small shed on the south side 
of the Santa Fe tracks, in 
Upland, benignly surveying 
a burning. orchard heater 
with the same joy and com- 
placency that a fisherman 
displays when he looks over 
an expanse of. water.”’ 
Allyn Scheu noted 
attempts to protect crops 
from frost damage date 
back ‘to the ancient Egyp- 
tians.. His grandfather’s 


‘orchard heaters were one of 


the first. commercial ven- 
tures into frost protection, 
he said. 

Smudge pot” is a term 
that has lingered long after 
its descriptive accuracy ran 
out, Scheu indicated, but 
the first devices were built 
with the idea of generating 
smoke. 

The concept was to create 
a “radiant blanket’’- like a 
vapor cloud, trapping heat 
and bouncing it back to 
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protect the trees, he said. 

He added that another 
idea was that the smudge 
would retard thawing, keep- 
ing the fruit from shriveling 
up because of a frost. 

Neither notion worked 
very well, and Scheu es- 
timated that sometime in 
the 1920s manufacturers 
switched their. emphasis to 
heat, discovering that 
smoke was a waste of 
energy as well as an an- 
noyance. : 

He said equipment for 
Scheu’s early heaters were 
supplied by the American 
Can Co. and shipped to 
Upland by rail. He said the 
first Scheu building, once a 
packing shed, was old even 
then. 


Over the years, the com- 
pany went from a 
proprietorship to a 
partnership to a corpora- 
tion, Scheu said. 


While the firm is based in 
the citrus groves of 
Southern’ California, sales 
of the orchard heaters 
spread throughout the 
United States and to other 
nations for protecting both 
deciduous orchards and 
evergreen citrus groves. 

Other firms have come 
and gone, but Scheu said the 
Upland company has 
always been the largest 
manufacturer of orchard 
heaters and often the only 
manufacturer. He said he 
believes it is the only 
orchard heater firm at pre- 
sent. 

While the firm’s legacy is 
tied to orchard heaters, 
current production is 
something of a sidelight for 
the Scheu businesses. 

Peak annual production 
exceeded more than 500,000 
following a 1962 freeze in 


Florida, but escalating oil 
prices threaten future 
sales, Scheu said. 

Willis Leland Scheu, son 
of the company’s founder, 
expanded the business to in- 
dustrial heaters. 

The Scheu brothers ven- 
tured into forced-air 
heaters, the propeller-like 
orchard wind machines 
(also used in frost protec- 
tion) through Orchard Rite 
in Washington, Scheu Steel 
and Supply in Rancho 
Cucamonga and 
agricultural holdings in the 
Imperial and San Joaquin 
valleys. 


Scheu said the firms 
employ about 200 persons on 
the average, and business 
no longer depends on the 
‘feast or famine’’ of cold 
weather. 

Still, the roots go back to 
the orchard heaters. 

Mrs. Black quoted the 
founder in her article as 
saying, ‘‘In 1910, I brought 
the first pots with stacks to 
California. Then everybody 
laughed at the idea of 
needing pots that would 
hold more than a gallon of 
oil. All that was necessary 
was a little heat just before 
sunrise, they said.’’

— One space for every 120 
square feet of dining area at 
sit-down restaurants. 

— One space for every 50 
square feet used for drink- 
ing in bars and cocktail 
lounges. 

The amendment also sets 
a minimum of 10 parking 
spaces for these eating and 
drinking establishments. 

— One space for every 50 
square feet of drive-through 
or walk-up service areas at 
fast-food restaurants. 

The fast-food restaurants 
will be required to provide a 
minimum of six parking 
spaces. 

Young noted .a_ business 
could have all three types of 
uses. If so, its parking re- 
quirements would be 
calculated according to 
amount of space devoted to 
each use, he said. ‘ 

In draffing the new stan- 
dards, city staff looked at 
the parking requirements of 
San Bernardino County and 
12 cities. 

Mayor George Gibson 
voted against the code 
amendment, saying the re- 
quirements were less 
stringent than most of those 
outlined on a sheet com- 
paring the other cities’ 
standards. 


He was joined by Coun- 
cilman Frank Hoover, who 
noted parking restrictions 
work in some cases but not 
others. Restaurants are 
often packed when they 
first open, but later 
patronage drops off to 
manageable levels for park- 
ing, Hoover indicated. 


Councilwoman Ina 
Petokas cast her vote with 
the majority in the 3-2 deci- 
sion. However, she said the 
amendment fails to address 
the council's original con- 
cern, parking’ for 
restaurants and bars com- 
ing into shopping centers. 

Young said, “All stan- 
dards do is hit the 85th 
percentile."’ 


During peak business 
periods — such as Christ- 
mas and New Year’s Eve — 
parking problems will. con- 
tinue to exist despite the 
requirements, he said. 


Providing for parking at 
shopping centers is difficult 
to judge. The city often does 
not know when the center is 
being developed what types 
of businesses will ultimate- 
ly locate there, Young add- 
ed.

Increasing frustration with the 
justice system has led to the 
resignation of a deputy of the San 
Bernardino County Sheriff’s Office. 

Deputy Michael O. Riley, 32, 
assigned to the Rancho Cucamonga 
substation, left the force Friday. 

Recently, Riley talked about his 
feelings towards law enforcement, 
the justice system and his five years 
as a deputy sheriff. 

He made it clear it was not his job 
he was dissatisfied with, but rather 
what happened to cases he worked 
on once they got in the courts. 

Riley feels a special compassion 
towards the victims of crime. 

“The victim never gets the 
service he pays for. For example, 
the victim works every day, but is 
subject to testify in court without 
pay. Cases are constantly continued 
and the victim: has to show up at 
every continuance date which 
means he has to take time off from 





work, The man can sometimes lose 
his job because he has to take so 
much time off and finally he gives 
up and says he won't testify 
anymore, When that happens, the 
case is dropped. Or after it’s all 
over, the judge gives the crook 
probation and he’s back out on the 
streets again to victimize people,” 
Riley said. 

“The courtroom has become a 
playhouse,”’ he said bitterly. ‘‘The 
crook knows his way around it (the 
system) because he’s been there so 
many times. The attorneys also 
know their way around it. It’s 
almost a losing game.” 

Riley said the only satisfaction he 
gets is personal pride in knowing he 
did his part of the job well. 

“You never mind the hours or the 
time away from your family, but 
you do mind when you see what 
happens to people when a case is 
turned over to the courts. It’s 
particularly bad when the people 
are old,”’ he said. 


Riley is praised by his peers and 
superiors as being a ‘‘good cop.” 


’ Despite pressure from them to stay 


on the job, Riley feels it is time to 
“start over.” 

He, his wife and daughter are 
moving to Louisiana where they 
have purchased a small construction 
business and will build their own 
home. 

“It’s time to get out and start over 
because the public doesn’t care. Oh, 
they care when they need you, but 
other than that, when?” he said. 

He recalled a time when he and 
another officer came upon a large 
group of juveniles drinking beer. in 
the street late at night. 

“They were in violation of curfew 
and drinking laws and because we 
are paid by the people to uphold the 
law, we were going to stop it. We 
went to arrest the person we felt 
was the instigator — we couldn’t 
arrest them all — and before we 
knew it, we were surrounded by 50 
people. There was some fighting and 


chool officials, teachers 
tell strains, agreements

A private firm’s recent study says 
organized teacher bargaining cre- 
ates ,a more’ harmonious 
relationship with school manage- 
ment, but the process increases the 
cost of public education. 

Local officials say the cost of pub- 
lic education has indeed increased, 
but the relationship between admin- 
istrators and teachers has been 
strained, not enhanced by collective 
bargaining. 

The study, completed by the Rand 
Corp. of Santa Monica over a two- 
year period, reportedly cost $211,000 
and included analysis’ of 150 con- 
tracts and fieldwork in 15 districts 
throughout the nation.

after the longest negotiating process 
in the history of the district, com- 
mented on the findings. 

Collective bargaining has_ in- 
creased the cost of public education 
significantly, according to Charles 
Robar, assistant superintendent of 
personnel, and Rose Kelber, school 
board president. 

‘‘My own staff has increased dra- 
matically,’ to keep up with the 
changes, said Robar, who served as 
the district's negotiating team 
chairman during more than a year 
of negotiating. 

Costs that result from collective 
bargaining include teacher release 
time, accompanying costs of substi- 
tutes, attorney fees and the training 
of management and teacher associ- 
ation personnel 

Kelber also said the process is 
slow and takes time away from chil- 


dren. 

Collective bargaining does not 
promote harmony among adminis- 
trators and teachers, but instead 
sets up an adversarial relationship 
between them, both Robar and Kelb- 
er said. 

The board has also come to resent 
the way teachers communicate 
through collective bargaining, Kelb- 
er added, 

“Jt makes adversaries of the 
board,”’ she said. ‘‘Every time I talk 
to someone I’m put on the de- 
fensive.”’ 

When the school board is placed in 
this adversarial role, communica- 
tion decreases, Kelber said. 

Robar said there is better com- 
munication about problems and is- 


face.” 

He added, however. ‘Teachers 
apparently perceive that collective 
bargaining brings communication to 
the board more effectively.” 

Teachers do feel that way. ac- 
cording to Beverly Cowan, past 
president of the Ontario Montclair 
Teachers Association. 

‘‘With a contract there is a built in 
degree of protection, so teachers 
think their feelings can be expressed 
more freely,”’ Cowan said. “And 
once problems are out in the open 
they can be dealt with more easily 

‘The fear on the part of adminis- 
tration that they would lose control 
from collective bargaining should be 
subsiding,’’ Cowan said. ‘‘I think 
they've discovered there has been 
little change.”’ 

But Kelber disagrees, saying col- 
lective bargaining has eroded the

The board of supervisors ap- 
proved 30 more employees Thursday 
for the sheriff's department, half 
the number finally requested by 
Sheriff Frank Bland. 

But the department could get 21 
more employees in the 1980-81 
budget if the supervisors follow the 
two-step plan proposed by their Law 
and Justice Agency administrator, 
Bernard M. Boress. 

A number of the additional 
employees were recommended by 
the 1978-79 grand jury and Arthur 
Young and Co., the nationwide 
management consultant hired to 
audit the department earlier this 
year, 

The supervisors’ action will boost 
the department's budget by $458,648, 
to $28.1 million for the year starting 
July 1. The move will result in 975 
employees in one of the largest 
county departments. 

The supervisors acted on the final

day of public hearings on the 1979-80 
county budget. They are scheduled 
Monday to adopt budgets of $360 
million for countywide services, 
$24.8 million for road maintenance 
and transportation and $2.7 million 
for the library system. 

Of the 30 employees, 12 will be 
assigned to substations, largely for 
patrol supervision, and 10° will 
provide increased supervision and 
greater security at the central jail 
in San Bernardino and during the 
transportation of prisoners. The 
latter step was recommended by the 
1977-78 grand jury. 

Five employees will constitute the 
department’s newly created unit for 
planning and research. Three others 
will be assigned to the crime 
laboratory. 

Eighteen of the 30 employees will 
be uniformed officers. 

The department provides patrol 
services in unincorporated areas, 
operates the jails, furnishes bailiffs 
for Superior Court and performs 


numerous’ specialized services. 
Through contracts, it provides 
police protection for four cities, in- 
cluding Rancho Cucamonga. 

In other budget developments, the 
supervisors: 

— Learned that they will have to 
draw $1.5 million from an an- 
ticipated surplus of $3.3 million to 
pay for a county share of welfare ad- 
ministrative costs. The state assum- 
ed all those costs in last year’s post- 
Proposition 13 legislation but will 
not do so this time. 

— Included $18,541 in Coroner Bill 
Hill’s budget for operation of a cen- 
tral morgue at Patton State Hospital 
in San Bernardino. The morgue will 
be used for autopsies related to 
homicide investigations. 

— Voted only $1.2 million of $1.9 
million they planned to spend in one- 
time purchases of replacement 
equipment for the county transpor- 
tation department. The department 
will rank its purchases but will give 
priority to snow plows. 


Chaffey College trustees alter 
general education requirements

Changes in the general education 
requirements for academic degrees 
from Chaffey College were ap- 
proved by trustees Thursday night. 

The changes include increasing 
the number of general education un- 
its by eight to 32 quarter units and 
requiring students to demonstrate 
competency in basic skills such as 
written and oral expression and 
basic mathematical computations. 

By making the changes, the 
college trustees and administration 
hope to give students a broader 
education by exposing them to sub- 


jects other than in their field of 
specialized study. They also want to 
make sure that students are compe- 
tent at basic skills when they 
graduate with either an Associate of 
Arts or Associate of Science degree. 

The new standards become effec- 
tive the 1980-81 academic year, but 
they will not increase the total 
number of units (90) required to 
graduate, according to Phil Hartley, 
chairman of the faculty senate. 

The changes will meet the 
mininum requirements of the state 
Education Code, Hartley said. 

It marks the first time in the 
school’s history that students have

A West End doctor, speaking to 
area executives at a public 
health forum on stress, called 
upon those in the audience to 
“ereate a non-stress atmosphere” 
at their companies. 


Dr. John Southwell told the 
audience of about 100 executives 
gathered at San Antonio Community 
Hospital that the nation’s companies 
lose about $60 billion annually in 
stress-related loss of work.

13,000 complaints filed 


Increase in annoying 


phone calls reported

When Alexander Graham Bell 
spoke those first words over a 
telephone more than a hundred 
years ago, it probably never 
occurred to him that his invention 
could be as misused as it is today. 
Last year, General Telephone 
customers reported more than 13.- 
000 complaints of nuisance calls out 


of between eight and nine million | 


calls that were made, according to 
spokesman Jack King. And King 
said the number of such calls has 
risen about 50 percent in the last 
nine or 10 years. 

The nuisance calls ranged from 
“heavy breathing to no sound at all, 
to the kind of calls that are obscene, 
threatening, harassing and just 
plain abusive,’ King said. 

Children with time on their hands 
are responsible for the majority of 
annoying and harassing calls, King 
said. Others can be by disgruntled 
neighbors or those involved in a love 
triangle, he said. 

Based on experience, King says 
those who make repeated nuisance 
calls ate generally emotionally ill 
and in cases Where these people are 
convicted they end up receiving psy- 
chiatric help. 

The best way to handle calls of 
this type is not to react in any way 
and gently hang up the phone. “It 
will discourage a caller more than 
anything else,”’ King said, because 
the prankster 1s normally after 


gome type of reaction. 


Slamming down the receiver or 
blowing a whistle could cause an 
adverse reaction, aecording to the 
phone company spokesman. 

If calls are received continuously 
a person should start keeping a log 
of the calls, noting the date, time, 
nature of the call, background 
noises and distinctiveness of the 
caller’s voice. A person will be ask- 
ed for this information when making 
a complaint to the phone company. 

The ‘fastest relief” is through a 
fumber change, King said, as 50 
percent of those who make com- 
plaints about calls have this done at 
no charge to the customer. 

An alternate solution is to file a 
formal complaint with the police, at 
which the General Telephone securi- 
ty department has a right to enter 
the matter. 

In cases where the caller is 
known, police entering into. the 
matter and talking with those 
responsible ‘‘generally serve a8 
enough of a reprimand to stop the 
calls,’’ King said. 

Two methods used by the com- 
pany to apprehend those making 
dbscene or threatening calls are by 
using a device that records 
telephone numbers and a ‘‘trap” 
which holds up the lines that a call is 
coming in on, allowing the call to be 
traced. 

The telephone company’s security 
department was involved in about 
1,600 cases involving persistent 
callers last year, which resulted in 
the arrests of 50 persons, King said. 


tion of low-level jobs were cited by 
Southwell and the other doctors as 
causes for stress. 

Southwell said many accident- 
prone employees are actually suf- 
fering from stress. 

Black males, it was said suffer 
more than any other segment of 
society from stress. That is because 
of low income, poor education and a 
feeling of helplessness — of not be- 
ing in control, according to the doc- 
tors. 

But in a noisy plant where a 
switch was installed to allow 
workers to turn off unnecessary 
noises, it was found that the noises, 
which once bothered them, made no 
difference when they had a choice of 
whether to tutn them off or not. 

Likewise, he said, if an employee 
knows he can go to someone in the 
company and vent some of his 
frustrations, things will improve 
whether he ever goes to that person 
or not. 

But then, Southwell said, ex- 
ecutives say, ‘‘Where can I go for 
help to get rid of my hositlities?”’ 

The doctor outlined six lifestyle 
changes that will lower stress fac- 
tors for everyone. 

— Get up earlier than is needed to 
get ready for work and have time 
for a quiet walk of period of medita- 
tion. 

— Following the quiet time, sort 
out priorities for the day. 

— Don't travel on a holiday. Live 
out of synch (rhythm) with the rest 
of the world sometimes. 

— Learn to change pace instead of 
being proud of being a ‘‘type A per- 
son’ (executive stereotype). 

— Drop acquaintances who drive 
you out of your mind. 


Working women whose stress 
problems are increased with the 
dual role they have — working and 
tending children and the home — 
were also discussed. 


Heart attacks among women are 
already on the increase and are éx- 
pected to worsen as more and more 
women enter the work force. 


Southwell said that said when 
workers have no escape or choice 
over conditions, they become 
frustrated and this leads to stress.

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California jobs’ outlook shows weakness

The California economy 
continues to look stronger 
than the national economy, 
but there are signs of 
weakness in the state’s 
employment outlook. 

For example, Security 
Pacific Bank’s employment. 
opportunity index, which 
attempts to assay the 
relative ease or difficulty of 
finding a job in a large 
number of. industries, has 
been cut in half since 





January. 

Thomas Graves, Security 
Pacific economist, said that 
the index registered 43.5 in 
May. It had risen from 71.7 
in September of last year to 
83 at year-end, then reached 
a peak of 93 in January of 
this year. From there, it 
has dropped sharply, to 73.3 
in February, 60.0 in March, 
48.3 in April and 43.5 in 
May. 

Graves said in an

ornia in the last several 
years are coming to an end. 

He explained, however, 
that the index is not 
weighted — that is, it does 
not give proportionately 
more representation to a 
very large industry such as 
aerospace 

Also, it does not measure 
the degree of sharpness of 
an employment change in 
any of the 30 industries. 

It measures whether 
employment in each of the 
30 industries in increasing, 





decreasing or staying level 
In May, it was declining in 
17 industries (including 
federal, state and local 
government, wholesale and 
retail trade and total manu- 
facturing) and increasing in 
13 (including services and 
non-durable goods manu- 
facturing). 

In April, it had been 
declining in 15, rising in 14 
and unchanged in one. 

Although this type of a 
diffusion index misses a big 
upswoop or downswoop in a 





particular industry, it does 
draw a picture of a wide 
number of industries. And 
there is cause for concern, 
said Graves: 

“The most. immediate 
thing it shows is that if the 
broad range of industries is 
going down, unemployment 
will probably be up later on. 
We may not see substantial 
layoffs, but because of 
growth in the labor force, 
jobs will not be created fast 
enough to keep unemploy- 
ment from rising. 


“Most demibaaty. it shows 
a picture of stagnation in 
employment growth.” 
Paradoxically, Calif- 
ornia’s unemployment rate 
has dropped. steadily from 
6.6 percent in February to 
6.2 percent in May. 
However, that is explained 
by sharply lower growth of 
the civilian labor force. 
California's labor force 
grew by 4.3 percent last 
year but its growth has been 
below 2 percent from 
January through May.

Skateboard parks, once hailed as the playground of the 
future, are closing down faster than they sprang up just a 
few years ago. 

Nearly 65 percent of the country’s 200 concrete parks 
have closed, the victims of bad management, high 
insurance rates, competition from roller skating and a 

«variety of other factors 

=g-The Runway in Carson, Skateboard World and Super 

= Boar 1, both in Torrance, have closed their doors, and it 
is doubtful they will ever reopen. 

«We never did get enough kids in here to make it 

profitable,” said Steve Urman, owner of Super Bowl 1. 

His skateboard park was open’ less than eight months. 
. ‘Urman mostly blames the high insurance premiums. 
~ Insurance for Super Bowl 1 cost $47,000 annually. 
~ Brian Gillogly, editor of Skateboarder magazine, said 
®, the roller skating fad and poor design of the parks have 
Sihurt the skateboard industry. 

“Kids that were into skateboarding as a craze have 
one on to the next craze,” he said. 

According to Bill Arnett, publisher of Skate Industry 
ews, skateboarding hit its peak in popularity about two 
sone-half years ago and a noticeable decline set in 
ing the middle of 1978. 

An estimated $65 million has been lost by skateboard 
park entrepreneurs since the decline, according to 
Arnett. He said the parks represent a minimum 
investment of $200,000 with the average being closer to

While Arnett agrees insurance costs hastened the 
demise of skateboard parks, he says there are other 
factors 

‘Skateboarding became a specialist activity and there 
was a lot of snubbing going on. What was happening was 
the kids who would like to ride the bowls were watching 
these superhuman feats being performed by 
professionals and they couldn’t emulate them,”’ he said. 
\ Also, equipment for the skateboarder became much 
toe. expensive for the typical participant, said Arnett 

“‘You’re talking about the necessity of charging $2 to 
$3 for skating at the parks and about $100 in skateboard 
equipment,” he said. ‘‘Put that kind of dollar amount 
next to the majority of riders at the skateparks, kids, 
say, between the age of 6 and 19, and you have an 
enterprise where the dollar requirement is more than the 
kids can meet.” 

Most of the skateboard park owners made their profit 
on games, food and merchandise sold at the parks, 
according to Arnett. 

He also blames -poor design of many parks and 
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skateboarders’ willingness to travel outside their city to 
go to their favorite park. 

“The skateboarder became a kind of a roving type. 

You know, he’s like the surfer — he’s going te go where 
the surfing is best.” 

Arnett says the lack of social atmosphere is another 
reason so many parks have failed. 

“If skateboarding had been able to create a social 
environment where people could meet each other, where 
guys could meet girls, instead of emphasizing the 
competitive aspect of the sport, I think it would have 
done better,”’ he said. 

Roller skating has not hurt skateboarding that much, 
said Arnett. 

“The roller skater is almost 90 percent in a different 
demographic category. They’re older and interested in 
the opposite sex. The skateboarder was not social 
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minded. They go around in small cliques and they’re a 
very tight group, where as the roller skater is interested 
in getting out there to meet somebody. 

“Skateboarding became a 24-hour- a- day way of life. 
Roller skating, on the other hand, is an integrated sport 
bringing socia! groups together.” 

Gillogly said advertising in his magazine with a 
circulation of 150,000 has fallen 50 percent from its peak. 

He does not expect the industry to collapse totally as it 
did in the ’60s before it was revived in this decade. 

“It has declined but we think it will level off. We think 
it will support a magazine,” he said. 

The salvation of skateboard parks, according to 
Amett, may depend on whether they begin catering to 
roller skaters. A few have already begun:

Curry, the Tamil word for ‘sauce’ 
Curry powder has India flavor 


In India, it is said that the closer 
you get to the equator the hotter the 
curry. This is why an American 
traveler, just back from a short visit 
there, might tell you that all curries 
are ‘‘red hot,”’ or then again, 
moderately hot.”’ It all depends on 
where he stayed. ‘‘Curry,’’ the 
Tamil word for ‘‘sauce,”’ is actually 
used as a background seasoning in 
Indian cooking, with most cooks 
beginning the day’s chores by 
pounding whole spices: on a curry 
stone with the aid of a crusher 
called a muller. 

The spice blend curry powder was 
developed to achieve that 
background flavor of Indian cooking 
quickly and simply. The spices used 
in ‘curry powder always include 
cumin, coriander and fengreek 
seeds, ‘turmeric and red pepper,

combined in varying amounts. In 
addition, different manufacturers 
will use such other spices as 
cinnamon, allspice, cardamom, 
cloves, fennel, ginger, yellow 
mustard, mace and black pepper. 

To bring out the fullest flavor in 
curry powder, saute it in butter (the 
Indians use clarified butter, called 
‘“shee’’) before combining it with 
other foods. Our recipe for Mixed 
Vegetable Curry, a ‘‘mildly”’ 
seasoned favorite in North Indian 
cooking where potatoes and such 
vegetables as beans, carrots and 
peas are popular.

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Wine makers seduce 
by charms of Merlot

Talk about Cabernet and 
ears perk up. Talk about 
Merlot and ‘mouths say 
“Who?” 

Cabernet Sauvignon is the 
firape that makes the great 
red Bordeaux of France and 
perhaps California's best 
Wine, period. Merlot, on the 
other vine, has been 
relegated in both lands to a 
blender, the wine used in 
small proportions to soften 
and add grace to the hard 
and sometimes rough big 
brother 


“This is not always the 
ease, of course, for in the 
French districts of St 


Emilion and Pomerol, the 
Merlot grape is king. Fully 
98 percent of Chateau 
Petrus is Merlot every 
year, and with Ch. Petrus 
selling for more, in many 
cases, than the First 
Growths of the Medoc, 
that’s quite a statement 

In addition, 70 percent of 
Ch. Beausejour, 70 percent 
of Ch. Petit - Village, 67 per- 
cent of Ch. |'Evangile is 
Merlot. and even the 
Medocs we think of as 
“Cabernets’’ contain some 
Merlot for softening: 18 
percent in Lafite, 2 percent 
in Pontret - Canet, 25 per- 
cent in Margaux and even 8 
percent in Latour. 

Still, as of 15 years ago, 
exactly two acres of Merlot 
produced grapes in Califor- 
nia and in 1970 the figure 
was just 122 acres. But as 
red wine became ‘‘the 
thing’ in the minds of the 


California chateaus, Merlot 
was planted more heavily 
and today there stand more 
than 4,300 acres in Califor- 
nia, which prompted 28 
wineries in the state to 
make wines they called 
“Merlot” in 1978 

It’s still the fashion to 
blend a small amount of 
Merlot to soften the 
Cabernet, but wine makers 
became ‘almost seduced by 
the charms of Merlot some 
years ago when they noted 
that (1) it produced larger 
crops than Cabernet, (2) it 
ripened earlier, and thus 
could avoid the problems 
Cabernet runs into of rain 
during the harvest, and (3) 
it produced wines of in- 
tense, almost opulent fruit 

That last is one of the 
charms of Petrus its 
huge fruit. 

So our panel tried 15 of 
California's top Merlots, 
and stuck in a handful of 
assorted French wines that 
use Merlot as a base, to see 
where we stood. 

The answer is not so good 

While the wines were 
flavorful and appealing, 
hardly a one stood out as 
clearly a great wine. Most 
indicated they'd not age a 
long period of time, but all 
were well - priced in com- 


parison to the French 
cousins. 
The winner was a 1975 


Veedercrest, which offered 
a huge aroma of bacon and 
smoke, intense fruit, a her- 
baceousness and firm feel 
that was very attractive — 
especially at the suggested 


retail price of about $7 

The Burgess and Sterling 
(both 1975) were different 
in style but well worth the 
asking price of $7.50. The 
Burgess had a slight hint of 
port in the nose, but very 
rich and elegant in the 
mouth. The Sterling (this 
winery has done great 
things with Merlot) was in- 
tensely fruity (cherries? ), 
fat, rich and opulent. 

A surprise of the evening 
was the Windsor (by mail 
only from the winery in 
Sonoma), which contained a 
hint of mone (or cin- 
namon) with good fruit, and 
at only $6.50. 


Most of the rest were 
simply good, substantial 
wines of no particular 
greatness. 

The best of the important 
was a 1970 Ch. Taillefer 
(Pomerol), a reasonably 
priced ($5.99) offering with 
depth (due to its age) and 
elegance. 

However, the score of the 
Veedecrest, 17.2 was 
perhaps based on, the fact 
that the wine maker, Al 
Baxtrer, chose to blend in 
24 percent Cabernet! Aha, 
there’s the rub. 

So Merlot is, after all, a 
blending wine. Left alone in 
the hands of a master (a la 
Ch. Petrus) it does well, but 
perhaps we, here, should be 
using a bit of Cabernet to 
give our Merlots backbone. 

Oh, well, the experimen- 
tation has just begun and 
the coming years should be 
fun for Merlot fanciers. 


Barbecue chicken outdoors 


With the high price and 
searcity of gasoline limiting 
travel this summer. 
backyard barbecuing is 
sure to be a more popular 
stay - at - home diversion 
than ever. No food is better 
cooked on the grill than 
chicken and it is an 
economical. alternative to 
costly red meat, The 
National Broiler Council 
says when grilling chicken 
outdoors, wait until the last 
30 minutes of cooking to 
begin basting with sauce. 
Sauce will not penetrate 
during the early stages of 


cooking. During the last 
half hour before the chicken 
should be done, turn the 
chicken several times, 
applying sauce liberally 
after each turning 

The United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture 
forecasts that broiler - 
fryer production in 1979 will 
increase 8-10 percent above 
last year's output. This will 
be the fourth consecutive 
year of broiler output ex- 
pansion, according to the 
National Broiler Council. 
Last year's federally - in- 
spected broiler - fryer 


production totaled 9.9 
billion pounds. This *was 7 
percent more than in 1977 
and almost a fourth above 
1975. 

With beef prices rising 
and consumers turning 
more and more to chicken 
as an economical protein 
source, is there a danger of 
“chicken fatigue?’’ Not so, 
says the National Broiler 
Council. Chicken is such a 
versatile meat that it can be 
served over and over in an 
almost infinite variety of 
ways and taste different 
every time.
